CRES OF SLAV PRISONERS 
WEND WAY TO WARSAW. 


Picture Presents Scene of War in Poland! 
Never to be Forgotten. 


And Nearly to a Man They are Willing Captives. 
Whole Regiments, Commanded by Their Own Officers, 
Came in and Surrendered—One Party of Eight Grows 
to Thirty During Night, While German Guard Slept.

[SPECIAL FORRIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 


ARSAW, Aug. 22.—I- am writ- 
W ing this in a hotel owned by 
Jan Paderewski, the Polish 
Pianist. For about twenty-four hours 
~ ft has been the most interesting place 
in Europe. Since the fall of Novo- 
georgievsk, field headquarters have 
been given up. The officers of high 
rank are moving into the city. From 
the writing-room where I am sitting 
I can see two major-generals and a 
Ueutenant-general chatting together 
in the lobby. The leutenant-general 
has just arrived from the front. He 
is in field uniform with a revolver 
strapped ‘outside his overcoat. Two 
orderlies are waiting behind him 
with his baggage. 
A young hussar captain has just 
come bustling downstairs, dressed 
‘for automobdiling. Passing the gen- 
' erals, he cracks his heels together 
and makes a (censored) bow. Then 
he hurries on to his car from the 


radiator of which flutters a head-

bow. Without getting up to look, I

PRISONERS COME IN. 


When I came in from the street, 
another huge herd of prisoners was 
passing. As far as you could see up 


marched ali night as the Germans are 
. trying to clear the way for the troop 
trains. 

Some of them are mere boys. I 
#aW one young soldier who didn't look 
over 17 years. Others are men of 45. 
T saw one old fellow just now who 
seemed over 590. He was ready to 
collapse. The cords were standing 
out on his neck in great red blotches. 
He staggered like a drunken man as 
he walked. But he carried over his 
shoulder a bundle that he would not 
surrender. Some of the men seem 
fairly strong and fresh and others are 
haggard and shaken. I suppose some 
of them were in the outer forts and 
had to stand the shock of the can- 
nonading while others were in reserve 
in the citadels. 

While I was out there, a street car 
went crowding by. Some young Poles 
on the back platform began to snicker 
and laugh at the prisoners. Where- 
upon a woman leaned out of the car 
window and began emptying her purse 
into the upturned hands of the men 
who had been sneered at. Other pas- 
sengers followed her example. The 
Germans did not interfere. 

I saw a young man walk on the 
ridewalk, following the parade He 
was glancing furtively around at the 
German reviewing officer. When he 
thought they did not see, he stepped 
swiftly out to the curbing and said 
something to one of the prisoners 
marching by. Every one saw him, but 
the German officers made no attempt 
to interfere. Seeing which, a young 
woman stepped out and kissed a tired- 
looking young fellow she had been 
watching as, she walked down the 
sidewalk. It was evidently her hus- 
band. She glanced timidly around at 
the German guard behind her, but he 
only smiled. So she nestled her hand 
in the hand of her husband and walked 
alone with him. She had probably not 
geen him since the war began, and 
would not see him again, at least for 
along time. The contagion caught 
quickly. Soon the parade of prisoners 
was sprinkled with women. Just be- 
fore I came in a Russian officer went 
by with a baby girl in his arms, and 
his mother and his wife clinging to his 
arms as they plodded along. 

WHO PAYS? 


All afternoon an old woman in 
mourning has been following the 
prisoners up and down the streets. She 
has evidently lost a son and is hoping 
against hope that he may be a pris- 
oner instead of being in a grave. She 
knows better, but she can't abandon 
the pitiful shred of hope. Every once 
in a while she catches sight of a face 
among the prisoners and runs feebly 
down the street for a few yards, then 
she sees her mistake, and always 
comes back sobbing kenly. 

One young boy, as was watching 
them. staggered out of the procession 
and flung himeelf in a heap at the feet 
of the reviewing generals. He war too 
tired to go on. He lay there for a 
while without interference. Then a l- 
dier came out from the procession and 
stood over him. He was just as tired 
himeelf. He took off hie helmet and 
wearily moppe his facewitha big 
handkerchief.

An astonishing feature of this vast 
hegira of the prisoners is the size of 
the guard. One German soldier guards. 
about a city block of prisoners, and 
len't worried any by his responsibili- 
ties, either. It is plain that these are 
willing prisoners. The day before the 
fortress fell I saw a whole company 
of Russian automobile corps who had 
very obviously surrendered themselves. 
They were grinning all over their faces, 
and only two Uhlans were taking them 
to the rear. I told in cable messages 
of seeing an entire Russian regiment, 
in command of its own officers, march- 
ing to the prison camps without a 
German in sight. I also spoke of the 
Russian sergeant we found wander- 
ing around the burning fortress trving 
to surrender himself to any one who 
would take him prisoner. He was much 
discouraged when our officers told him 
they hadn't time to bother with him. 
The Landsturms told as a story of 
two of their men who started to the 
rear with eight prisoners. Night over- 
taking them, the two German guards 
went into a house to sleep, leaving the 
eight prisoners unguarded outside. 
When morning came, they found their 
eight prisoners had 4 increased to 
thirty. 

Just outside of Wareaw we saw 
acres of prisoners, literally acres of 
them, lying in the open fields. The 
meadows where they were concen-

Ganghofer, a shining light of German 
literature and a favorite of the Kaiser. 
He is a gentle-looking giant with a 
yellow beard. Sven Hedin is small and 
very natty. 

GREAT SIGHTS IN WARSAW. 


We spent an interesting morning go- 
ing over Warsaw. It is an interesting 
city. Like everything else Russian, it 
ia much mixed.

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GREECE MOBILIZES ARMY 
TO WATCH BULGARIANS. 


‘ 
THENS, Sept. 29 (via Paris, 
Sept. 30.) — The action of the 
government in decreeing a gen- 
eral mobilization of the army was rati- 
fied by the Greek chamber in a special 
seasion today, The chamber also au- 
thorized a loan of $30,000,000. 
Premier Venizelos said in an ad- 
dress to the chamber that mobiliza- 
tion of the Greek forces was indis- 
pensable on account of Bulgaria's 
military measures. He stated, however, 
that Bulgaria had explained to Greece 
that her object in mobilizing was to 
maintain armed neutrality. 
“Notwithstanding the Bulgarian ex- 
planation, the situation remains 
rave,“ the Premier continued. The 
state of affairs brought about by mo- 
bilization cannot continue indefinite- 
ly, the more so as it is known that

WIRELESS PHONE 
TALK TO HAWAII 


Human Voice is Heard from 
Atlantic Seaboard. 


Los Angeles Officials “Listen 


in” to Conversation. 


But Present “Hello” System 
will Still be Used. 


{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—That wire- 
less telephone communication from 
the Atlantic seaboard to Hawall, a 
distance of 4600 miles, is now an ac- 
complished fact, was announced to- 
day at the offices of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

Exceeding even in success the trans- 
mission of the human voice from Ar- 
lington to Mare Island, Cal., a dis- 


tance of 2500 miles, accomplished 
last night, it was stated that subse- 
quent experiments had resulted in 
successful telephone communication 
between Arlington and the naval radio 
station at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 
The distance over which this wire- 
less communication was held is great- 
er than the distance from New York 
to London, Paris, Berlin or Rome. 
The voice had to travel over the whole 
of the United States, a distance of 
2500 miles, before it encountered the 
more simple wireless conditions which 
exist over large bodies of water. For 
the purpose of this test it was stated 
that the receiving was done on small 
wireless antennae erected by engineers 
of the telephone company by permis- 
sion of the naval authorities in the 
Pearl Harbor station. 

The experiments, it was explained 


successful culmination of a series of 
testa begun last spring with an ex- 
perimental tower erected at Montauk 
Point and another at 
Del., 250 miles apart. 

A representative of the company 
sald that while wireless telephony 
would form an important adjunct to 


it could be established between points 
where it would be inpracticable to 
extend wires, it would not replace the 
present system.

LOS ANGELES 
“LISTENS IN.”

It was the conclu- 
sive test of the new wireless tele- 
phone.

All that came to 
them, as they listened, tensed 
every nerve, was a voice calling Es- 
penschied, Pearl Harbor,” and a faint 
sort of elfin “Hello.” 

Following on the heels of the 
spanning of the continent, the day be- 
fore, by the voices of ecodore N. 
Vail, president of the American Tele- 
graph and Telephone Company, and 
John J. Carty, the company's chief 
engineer and inventor of the wireless 
telephone, the test of overland-over- 
sea transit was a complete success, 

Projected into space at the navy 
wireless station at Arlington, Va., the 
words uttered there winged their 
way through the air at the rate ort 
56,000 miles a second to impinge on 
the delicate antennae of specially- 
equipped receivers at Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Pearl Harbor. 
Transmission in all cages was to Fov- 
ernment radio stations and via the 
usual telephone lines to the listeners. 

“Espenschied, Pearl Harbor“ was 
for the ears of Lioyd Espenschied, an 
engineer of the American Telegraph 
and Telephone Company, who had 
been sent there by Chief Engineer 
Carty to take charge of the observa- 
tions. 

“This is the culmination of tong and 
important investigations and discov- 
erles by engineers of the Bell sys- 
tem,” said Mr. Mason last night.

Vital Spot may be Touched, 
Says Correspondent. 


Definite Defeat of Enemy is 
Thought in Sight.

LONDON, Sept. 30.—The Chron- 
icle's military correspondent writes: 
“These last five days have changed 
the whole aspect of the war. They 
have brought eventual victory with- 
in the region of absolute and cal- 
culable certainty. They have shown 
that mastery in the west now belongs 
definitely to the allies in such a de- 
gree that whenever and at whatever 


point the hammerstroke is now deliv- 
ered it will go crashing through the 
serried lines of fortifications upon 
which the enemy has spent twelve 
months of anxious attention and 
scientific ingenuity and upon the se- 
curity of which all his hopes, not of 
victory but of an honorable peace, as 
he calls it, are entirely based. 

“Bach new stroke will bring the 
mevitable end nearer. After a time 
it will cease to be a matter ef chip- 
ping deeply at the surface. Sudden- 
ly a vital spot will be touched. This 
may happen any day and then will 
come a sudden shrinki of the Ger- 
man line and the abandonment of a 
large part, perhaps all, of the occt- 
pied territory. Such a point, for en- 
ample, is the way junction near 
Grand Pere, north of the Argonne, 
upon which the French are directing 
their efforts from Massiges. The mo- 
ment that railway is reached the po- 
sition of the Crown Prince in the 
Aftgonne woods will become threat- 
ened and the long and costly Ger- 
man effort to turn the Meuse Heights 
from —— rear will have been brought 
to nothing. | 

“The abandonment of the Argonne 
would mean in the long run a Fen- 
eral German retirement al 
whole line, probably to the line of 
the Sambre and the Meuse. Similar- 
ly, the British capture of La Bassee 
and Lens would be followed by 4 
shrinkage of the whole German line 
before Lille. The tale of the booty.

the clearing of France and Belgium, 
but the definite defeat of the enemy 
is within our power. That is the 
lesson of the last five days’ offensive.”

3 Persons Lose Their 
Lives at New Orleans, 


Property Damage Placed at 
Two Million Dollars. 


Barometer is Slowly Rising 
and Wind Goes Down.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 20 (via 


Bixteen known dead, several score 
injured, property damage reaching 
perhaps $2,000,000, no street cars in 
operation, the river front strewn with 
wreckage, outlying sections flooded 
and telephone, telegraph and train 
service paralyzed— this is the gist of 
the storm situation here today. 

The first death list of six was in- 
@feased to ten on news that the tug- 
boat Corsair, with fifteen aboard, was 
blown over on her side and sank in 
the river about one mile this side of 


Nine-mile Point. Four were drown 
including Capt. C. J. Menges. 55 

Four persons were killed in the 
ruins of structures which collapsed. 
Two of those drowned were blown 
overboard from the steamer Creole, 
which left yesterday morning for New 
York, but anchored near the mouth of 
the river to await better weather. The 
body of an unknown white man was 
washed ashore at West End. 

Two unidentified men met death 
when the veterinary hospital on Ram- 
part, near Toulouse street, was de- 
molished and two unidentified negroes 
were killed in the ruins of a build- 
ing at Poydras and Saratoga streets. 

BODIES FLOAT TO SEA. 


The Creole reported by wireless 


Were seen floating down the Mississippi 
and that houses for miles were de- 
molished. 
Many parks throughout the city 
sustained damage to trees and shrub- 
that connot be repaired in years. 
An abatement in the storm came 
about 7 o’clock in the evening when 
the barometer began to rise but the 
wind fell slowly. At 3 o'clock this 
morning the velocity varied from 10 
to 20 miles in intermittent custs. 
From every part of the city came 
reports of property damage and a 
number of widely-known landmarks 
showed the effects of the wind. The 
Felicity Methodist Church, a brick 
structure at Felicity and Chestnut 
streets was almost demolished. The 
Masonic Temple at St. Charles and 
Union streets, sustained damages es- 
timated at $20,000 through the col- 
lapse of ornamental chimneys and 
gables. The Beauregard Public School 
Building and the St. Vincent Orphan 
Asylum also were badly damaged. 
Shortly after midnicht fire destroved 
part of the plant of the Sterns-Or- 
leans Company at Elysian Fields and 
Florida avenue, with a loss estimated 
et $80,000. The fire is believed to 
have been caused by lightning. 


SMALL VESSELS SWAMPED.

A. M. widtt of Flushing, N. T., at 
the closing session today of the In-/ 
ternational Gas Congress. 

“The United States can do anything 
that Europe does,” he continued, 
“and do it better. We are making 
just such a chiorine cas as is being 
used in Europe, but 1 hardly believe 
it would be used by the United States 
if we were dragged into war. It 
would be out of date, 

“The genius of the United States,” 
he said, “could easily perfest several 
varieties of gas a thousand times 
more disastrouw to human lite than 
that which ts being used today in 
Europe. If war is a matter of an- 
nibtlating the enemy, we can do it 
with results that would be terrible 
and startling. 

“For instance, arsenuretted hydro- 
gen and hydrocyanic acid can be 
made into a eas which would exter- 
minate large bodies of men almost 
instantaneously. 

“The use of chioroform could also 
be made to play an important part 
in war. 

“The country, however, can well 
rely on Mr. Edison and the syndicate 
of citizen inventors to produce in an 
emergency terrible engines of war 
that would enable the United States 
to hold a fair hand with any enemy 
that might invade our shores.”

OFFER TO HOLD OPEN. 


How long this offer will hold open 
depends largely on the length of time 
required to absorb the $500,000,000 
issue by the syndicate. When the 
entire issue has been taken, the price 
to the investor, it was sald, would 
then be $8. The offer to sell at 96%, 
a price which would yield almost 6 
per cent. to the investor, was inter- 
préted as a bid for quick purchases. 

All asyndicate members, under the 
plan adopted today, must pay 98 for 
the bonds, but when the syndicate 
expires, sixty days hence, they will 
receive a rebate of 1% per cent. This 
makes the net price 96%. The one- 
fourth of one per cent. over $6—the 
figure originally set as the price of 
the investor—is to be used in pay- 
ing the expenses of distribution.

COURT FIXES 
WATER RIGHTS. 
DECISION AFFIRMS RULING AND 


DEFENDANT MUST PAY 
HEAVY DAMAGES. 


The Supreme Court has affirmed 
the judgment of Superior Judge B. 
F. Bledsoe, of San Bernardino coun- 


ty, in favor of the Barton Land and 
Water Company against the Crafton 
Water Company, involving the use of 
Milli Creek water. The lower court 
found that the plaintiff was entitled 
to all the water in Mill Creek, both 
surface and subterranean, to the ex- 
tent of 2500 inches in 140 hours. The 
defendants were restrained from 
pumping any of the waters of the 
stream, assessed $754.35 dam- 


ages. 

The plaintiff owned the waters of 
Mill Creek to the extent of 2500 inches 
for 140 hours each ten days. The de- 
fendant was a co-tenant and entitled 
to 2500 inches for ninety-five hours 
each ten days. Both the parties di- 
verted the water from the creek by 
means of a zanga, the intake of which 
was three miles below the lower end 
of the canyon. 

A power company had taken all of 
the surface water from the stream at 
two places, conducting it through a 
conduit and after using it for the 
production of electric power returned 
it to the stream, at points above the 
zanga of the litigants. 

When water was scarce the defend- 
ant, by means of two wells, perne- 
trated the bed of the stream and took 
water to the amount of 140 inches. 
This was conveyed through the con- 
duit of the power company and then 
through the zanga from which an 
equivalent amount was taken at the 
defendant's point of diversion and 
used by that corporation to the ex- 
clusion of its co-tenants.

INTIMIDATION 
THE PURPOSE. 


ATROCIOUS POSTER PUT UP ON 
STREET BY DYNAMITE 
SYMPATHIZERS. 


One of the most atrocious attempts 
to influence or intimidate a jury ever 
undertaken in California was perpe- 
trated yesterday afternoon by skulking 
dynamite sympathizers when flaming 
red posters were plastered about the 
city, and particularly upon dead walls 
directly opposite the New High-street 
entrance to the Hall of Records.

“Anybody looking?” is the caption 
over a picture that purports to repre- 
sent a capitalist of gross mien kneel- 
ing over the prostrate form of Cap- 
lan in chains, and choking Schmidt, 
with a knife upraised to plunge into 
his back, while a figure purporting to 
represent a working man stands with 
his back turned to the scene. 

Under this is the wording, in large 
type, “Burns jurors would convict 
Christ.” llowing this are two lines: 
“Attorney-General Wickersham in 
letter to President Taft, May 10, 1912.” 

The poster was viewed with amaze- 
ment and disgust by citizens using 
the New High-street entrance to the 
Hall of Records. The ugly thing, 
about three by two feet in size, bears 
the Allied Printing Trades Council 
No. 85 totem. 


HUNTERS RESPONSIBLE. 

Forest Fires Occur Much Less Fre- 

quently Where Nimrods are Ex- 

An indication of the number of 
fires that are started in the big woods 
of the national forest by hunters is 
given by statistics just prepared by 
Supervisor ton. They show that 
last year in an area that has since 
been set aside as a game preserve 
there were forty-two fires. This year, 
with hunters kept out of the territory 
by law, there were but six. 

hunters are the worst offend- 
ers, it is said, in regard to falling to 
extinguish camp fires. They take a 
position in the brush somewhere in 
the evening, carrying with them a sup- 
ply of water, so as to be on hand early 
when the game begins to atir. They 
Prepare their evening meal and 
camp fire and the next morning they 
have no water to put out the fre.

NOTHER TAX RAID. 

Taxpayers of Los Angeles city and 
county will do well to consult their tax 
receipts before they cast their ballots at 
the October election on Constitutional 
Amendment No, 38, which will appear on 
the ballot as proposition No. 9. This 
amen t proposes to remove all present 
constitutional restrictions relating to the 
levy of taxes for State purposes. If it is 
adopted each Legislature will be a law 
unto itself as to the amount of taxes that 
shall be levied and the extent to which 
property may be withdrawn from city and 
county tax rolls and reserved for purposes 
of State taxation. 

But to the Los Angeles taxpayer it means 
still more; it means a direct loss in yearly 
revenue of $272,000 to the treasury of Los 
Angeles city, of $100,000 to the treasury 
of Los Angeles county, and of about $60,000 


to the cities in the county outside of Loa 


Angeles itself. These amounts are turned 


2 


ed to pass this year the enabling act pro- 
viding for the refund of this money next 
year. 
California’s rate per capita for State tax- 
ation is higher this year than that of any 
other State in the Union. One-third that 
money comes from ourown city and county. 
Amendment No. 38 asks us to add to this 
$375,000 more. The amendment passed 
through the State Legislature over the pro- 
tests of the Los Angeles Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, whose officers 
had made a study of the bill.

The new title of “lieutenant of de- 
tectives,” created in the police de- 
tective bureau, was bestowed yester- 
day by two appointments. Detectives 
J. C. Chapman and C. B. Moffatt each 
received advancement. Chief ‘Snively 
called the men to his office yesterday 
and officially invested them with 
their new authoNty, concluding the 
ceremony by pinning on the badges. 
In making the appointments, Chief 
Snively complimented both men for 
their efficient service. J. C. Chap- 
man the civil service exam- 
ination with a ranking of 92 per cent., 
the highest mark ever received by an 
applicant. He entered the depart- 
ment January 30, 1900, as special of- 
cer, becoming the Chiefs private 
secretary. On December 26, the 
same year, he was made a regular 
member of the department, continu- 
ing as private secretary in the Chief's 
office until April 24, 1906, when he 
was to duty in the detective 
bureau. 

His executive ability recommend- 
ed him to administrative duties in 
the bureau and in 1909 he was placed 
in charge of the night detail, a po- 
sition he has since held. He is an 
authority on detective methods. 
Mr. Moffatt has been a member of 
the department since April 27, 1887. 
He was appointed a detective Janu- 
ary 1, 1891, and is one of the best- 
informed men in the West on the 
identity of criminals. His record is 
highly creditable. 


AWAITS EXTRADITION. 


Officers from New York have Ten 
Days to Get Here with Papers on 
Desertion Charge. 

Louis Nelson, wanted in New York 
on a charge of deserting his minor 
children and failure to provide, must 
await in the County Jail the atrival 
of New York officials, and extradi- 
tion proceedings, provided the officers 
arrive and the papers are issued 
within ten days. 

Before Justice Brown, yesterday 
forenoon, testimony was presented to 
show that Nelson had made remit- 
tances to his wife in New Tork. At 
least three complaints have been is- 
sued against him, to be dismissed 
later in order to hold the man un- 
til the arrival of the New York effi- 
cers. His attorneys insist upon a 
hearing on the last complaint. 
Justice Brown issued a warrant to 
the Sheriff to hold Nelson for ten 
days, pending the necessary arrange- 
ments for extradition. Neison's attor- 
ney, Frank Hutton, urged that the 
bail be fixed at not more than $1000, 
stating that his client could obtain 
that amount, t Justice Brown 
placed the ball at $3000, and Nelson 
went back to jail. 

A ecifcumstance brought out in the 
discussion of the amount or bail was 
the statement of Deputy District At- 
torney Stafford that Nelson has a 
child here and lives with a woman 
whom he brought from New York 
and that this may constitute a crim- 
inal offense. 

NEW TROLLEY LINK. 

Pacific Electric Starts Construction 
of Track for Quick Outlet to Re- 
dondo Beach District. 

Devised to bring Hawthorne twer- 
ty minutes nearer this city, as well 
as to serve El Segundo, Farmington 
and Belvidere, and furnish a new 
outlet from this city to the Redondo 
Beach edistrict, construction was 
started by the Pacific Electric yester- 
day of an important link of trolley 
mileage to connect the (first-named 
place with the Gardena line at lonia 
avenue, Athens-on-the-Hill. 

At present Hawthorne is more 
than fifty minutes from this city. The 
construction will permit reduction of 
the running time to thirty minutes 
and will also furnish rapid transit 
throug® the entire district to the new 
Hawthorne High School. 

The work is being done in fulfill- 
ment of an agreement the Pacific 
Electric made with residents of Haw- 
thorne and surrounding territory at 
the time of the acquisition of the 
Huritington and other electric inter- 
ests by the Southern Pacific. By this 
purchase and the consequent con- 
solidation and segregation of lines, 
certain districts along the old Re- 
dondo Rallway were deprived of 
through service to this city. To rem- 
edy that, bonuses were offered 
accepted by the Pacific Electric and 
the construction of the new line is 
a result. 


TROUBLESOME ARMY CAMELS. 


Are More Difficult to Handle than 
Horses Though Oonsidered Moro 
Enduring for Hard Traveling. 
{[Pearsons:] Troops in Egypt and 
other places where sand is only too 
plentiful, use camels to a very large 
extent for transport purposes. They 
take the place of horses, indeed, in 
nearly all cases where horses are used 
in colder countries. 
Special rules are lald down in the 
army regulations for dealing wit 
tamels, for they are far more difficult 
than horses. 
Uniess it is absolutely necessary. 
they are not allowed to march during 
the heat of the day, nor should they 
be kept loaded for more than four 
hours at a time. ; 
The rules lay it down that camels 
used for trans should be allowed 
five or six hours a day to feed. The 
ordinary desert camel. however, need 
only be watered once in three days 
The desert animal, 
never groomed like a horse, but 
brushed down with a piece of sack-

The alleged Jones says he was intro- 
duced to the Chinese by the notorious 
Henfy Lee, who has been concerned 
in a half-dozen smuggling schemes 
and is now under bond in the Federal 
court, and that Lee sold twenty-seven 
cans of the stuff in Anaheim for him. 

So far Jones has refused to dis- 
close his name. Yesterday he 
photographed and copies will be sent 
all along the Coast.
